“  MALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ACT.” 

Order  No.  62  (1941). 

Order  establishing  a  Minimum  Wage  in  the 
Shingle  Industry. 

THE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby 
orders : — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order: — 

“  Shingle  industry  ”  means  all  operations  in 
or  incidental  to  the  manufactui'e  of 
wooden  shingles: 

“  Square  ”  means  a  roofing  square  of  four 
bundles,  understood  and  accepted  as  a 
standard  by  the  industry,  and  according 
to  specification  N.R.C.  5-1936,  issued  by 
the  National  Research  Council  of  Can¬ 
ada. 

2.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 
ployee  in  the  shingle  industry  employed  in  saw¬ 
ing  shingles  shall  be  25c.  per  square  for  No.  1 
shingles,  and  20c.  per  square  for  all  shingles 
lower  in  grade  than  No.  1. 

3.  That  the  minimum  wage  for  every  em¬ 
ployee  in  the  shingle  industry  employed  in 
packing  shingles  shall  be  15c.  per  square. 

4.  That  where  shingles  are  packed  by  any 
other  basis  than  by  the  square  the  minimum 
wage  for  every  employee  engaged  in  sawing 
and  for  every  employee  engaged  in  packing 
shall  be  on  the  same  proportionate  basis  as  the 
rate  per  square  prescribed  by  section  2  and 
section  3  respectively. 

5.  That,  subject  to  the  exemptions  granted 
from  time  to  time  under  section  6  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  to  the  provisions  of 
sections  2,  3,  and  4  hereof,  the  minimum  wage 
for  every  employee  in  the  shingle  industry  (not 
included  in  any  other  Order  of  the  Board) 
shall  be  the  sum  of  forty  cents  (40c.)  per  hour; 
but  if  the  wage  of  any  employee  who  is  paid 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  sections 
2,  3,  and  4  hereof  is  not  at  least  equal  to  forty 
cents  (40c.)  per  hour,  the  minimum  wage  for 
such  employee  shall,  notwithstanding  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  sections  2,  3,  and  4,  be  the  sum  of 
forty  cents  (40c.)  per  hour. 

6.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to  appren¬ 
tices  who  are  duly  indentured  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Apprenticeship  Act.” 

7.  That  this  Order  shall  become  effective  on 
the  16th  day  of  June,  1941,  and  shall  be  in 
substitution  of  Order  No.  62  of  the  Board, 
dated  the  23rd  day  of  March,  1939,  establishing 
a  minimum  wage  in  the  shingle  industry,  which 
is  hereby  rescinded.

It  is  ordered  that  the  regulations  made  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  the  4th  day 
of  January,  1940,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  the  “  Motor  Carrier  Act  ”  and  section  8  of 
the  “  Interpretation  Act,”  and  approved  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  on  the  6th  day 
of  January,  1940,  by  Order  in  Council  No.  8, 
and  as  amended  from  time  to  time,  be  further 
amended  as  follows : — 

1.  By  striking  out  the  definition  of  “express” 
in  the  interpretation  section,  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: — 

“  ‘  Express  ’  means  (a)  freight  transported 
in  or  on  a  public  passenger-vehicle  and 
( b )  freight  transported  in  or  on  any 
vehicle  other  than  a  public  passenger- 
vehicle  in  cases  where  the  Commission 
has  so  ordered  in  writing  specifically 
with  respect  to  that  vehicle.” 

2.  By  striking  out  paragraph  10.12,  and  sub¬ 
stituting  therefor  the  following: — 

“  10.12  The  Commission  may  order  that  the 
fee  for  a  Class  I.  permit  be  waived,  either  in 
whole  or  in  part: — 

“(a.)  When  the  transportation  authorized 
by  the  permit  is  to  be  undertaken  for 
charitable  or  patriotic  purposes  or  on 
behalf  of  a  religious  or  educational 
organization,  and  no  compensation  is 
to  be  charged  beyond  the  actual  cost 
of  gasoline  and  oil  consumed;  or 

“(b.)  When  the  applicant  for  permit  has 
submitted  to  the  Commission  an  appli¬ 
cation  for  a  licence  for  the  vehicle 
with  respect  to  which  the  permit  is 
granted,  authorizing  the  temporary 
operation  of  the  vehicle  pending  the 
issue  of  or  the  refusal  to  issue  the 
licence;  or 

“(c.)  When  the  transportation  authorized 
by  the  permit  comprises  one  or  more 
of  the  classes  of  transportation  re¬ 
specting  which  the  regulations  do  not 
require  that  any  licence  fee  shall  be 
paid.” 

3.  By  inserting  the  following  after  para¬ 
graph  10.2: — 

“  10.21  The  Commission  may  order  that  the 
fee  for  a  Class  II.  permit  be  waived,  either  in 
whole  or  in  part:  — 

“(a.)  When  the  transportation  authorized 
by  the  permit  is  to  be  undertaken  for 
chai’itable  or  patriotic  purposes  or  on 
behalf  of  a  religious  or  educational 
organization,  and  no  compensation  is 
to  be  charged  beyond  the  actual  cost 
of  gasoline  and  oil  consumed;  or 

“(6.)  When  the  transportation  authorized 
by  the  permit  comprises  one  or  more 
of  the  classes  of  transportation  re¬ 
specting  which  the  regulations  do  not 
require  that  any  licence  fee  shall  be 
paid.”

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four- 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — • 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

( b .)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.
